The Declaration of the Kingdome of 


S c 0T LAND, concerning the preſent 
Expeditionimo Ex Grand, &c. 


T is now, Wee ſuppole, knowne to 
the Chriſtian World , and will bee 
knowne to after Ages, with what 
Princely Grace, and Fatherly indul- 
gence We have demeaned Our Selfe 
ro that Our Native Kingdome of 
_ Scatland , fince Our firſt comming 
to that Crowne , How without inliſting -on thoſe 
Attions and Circumftances which might have divert- 
ed Our Inclination and Aﬀetion from them, We com- 
plycd with that Rs treedome and benigni- 
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(2) 
ty with our Subjects therce,thatthere was nothing wirh- 
inthcir own hcares defire, rowards a compleat happi- 
neſſe within that Kingdome , which We did not eſtate 
them in; And that no accidents or abſence of Ours might 
leſſen and abate the continuance thereot , We granted 
them ſuch unuſuall Immunities, and Priviledges, that 
We had reaſonto cxpeR,as We had made them objeRs 
of ſuch cxceiſe of Bounty and AﬀeRion from Vs,ſo they 
would make themſelves examples of eminent gratitude 
and dutyto Vs; and that whenſoever Our Satcty Ho- 
nour and Intereſt, (which they arc ſo much obligedto 
defend,by their duty of allegiance, by the Laws of that 
Kingdome,by their many and often reiterated oathes & 
promiſes, and particularly, their Nationall Covenant) 
ſhould be in danger, that they would as one Man, 
obliged by the Lawes of God and Man, apply them- 
ſelves to Our ſuccour and defence. And therefore We 
cannot beleeve (howſocver the ſubtilty and induſtry of 
ſome ſeditious perſons, conſcious of ſo much difloyalty 
to Vs,that they cannot forgive themſelves, endeavours 
ro poyſon the hearrs and affeRions of that Our People 
towards Us, by falſe and malicious misinformations) 
that that our Native Kingdome, will ſuffer it ſelte to be 
ſorranſported from its naturall Duty and Allegiance, as 
muſt make it odjous tothe preſent, and anfat us to all 
ſucceeding Ages. = IBE > 
VVhen we were firft driven from our City. of Weſt 
minſter, by thoſe Tumults (of which'we have ſo oft 
complained, and which indeed were the ſeed-plots of 
this deſperate Rebellion, :that hath now ſpreadit ſelfe 0- 
yer the whole Kingdome,) and forced to retire to our 
City of Torke for ſafety, we took great care ſo A in- 
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forme our Kindome of S$cotlayd of all particulars of 
our Condition, that they might nor, through the cſteem 
of the name of two Houſes of Parliament (by whomthe 
injuries offered to Uls ſcemed to be done) beapt to mil- 
interpret our ſufferings; of the which our Privy Coun- 
cell ot our Native Kingdome, being ſolemnly conye- 
ned,was ſo ſenfible,thar they direted the Lord Lowder 
our Chancellor ( whom they ſent then into this our 
XKingdome) intheir names, to defire the Houſes of Par- 


- liament here, to leave no faire and good means unaſſayed 


fo induce Vs to returne to them, eſpecially in the tender 
Care of Our Royall Perſon, and of Our Princely Great- 
neſſe, and to teſtify their tender and high reſpet# of Our 
Perſon , by ſuppreſſing all tumnltuons wayes, which 
might endanger or offend Vs ; and that, what they did 
for the Peace and ſecurity of the Kingdome , might bee 
done in ſuch a faire and refpedtive way, as might leave 
no occaſion to ” to alleadge, that they were leſſe ten- 
der and carefull of our Princely GPeatneſie and Maje- 
ſty, then of their own Liberties. This being ff perfor- 
med, would afford juſt grounds to the Conncell of  Scot- 
land, #0 become earneſt and humble ſuitors teYs, that 
Wee would be pleaſed to returne to Our Parliament |, 
without which , that Conncell would have ſmall hope to 
perſwade Y5toreturne. Which counſell of theirs, it ic had 
bcen tollowed, had prevented all theſe Calamities which: 
have ſince betallea this unhappy Xingdome ; but inſtead 
thereof, our Townes and Nayy were taken from Us, 
and a deſperate Army raiſed to deſtroy Us, which we 
had reaſon;to expe&; would rather have inflamed the 


| hearts of our good Subje&s 'of that'Kingdome, with 


Anger and Indignation againſt them,then united themin 
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a League and Covenant of diſobedience and undutifull- 
nefle againſt Vs, who have omitted nothing on Our part 
which can become a Gratious King towards His People, 
or aloving Father towards His Children. 

Shortly after -our-firſt Battell with the Rebells, We 
were informed that the {editions Perſons,who had raiſed 
and continued this Rebellion , had the impudence by 
ſome publick Declaration,nor only to juſtific their Trea- 
{onto our Subjects of Scotland, but to invite and require 
the Afſiſtanceof that our Native Kingdome, to their 
bringing in an Army into this ; and thereupon (that no- 
thing might be wanting on our part) inthe Moneth of 
December, We diſpatched an Exprefle to the Lords of 
our Privy Councell of that Kingdome, that they mighr 
not be ſurprized with any falfe Intelligence,to the weak- 
ningtheir duty & inclination to onr ſervice, and by our 
Letter (the which Weagaine publiſh with chis our De- 
claration ) We rook notice of that overture made to 
them by thoſe who ſtyled themſelves the rwo Houſes of 
Parliamemt, and acquainted them at large what and how 
few thoſe iltPerſons were, ſo farre from being the rwo 
Hoaſes, thatthey were not the tenth part of the one, or | 
the fitth part of rhe other, thoſe few deſperate ſeditious 
Perſons, having withrhe aſſiſtance of thatRebelliousCi- 
ty of Londop, driven the reft from that Councel, becauſe 

wouldinot concurre with them in their traiterous 
Defignes : with all theſe particulars ofrheir Inſolency & 
Rebcllion, and our ſufferings, that they could not but be 
fatisficd of the truth of both, which then were {oſatisfa- 
@ory , that the ſame was immediatly ordained to be 
ones and publiſhed. And therefore We cannot be- 
ecve this Declaration, which denounceth Mme and 
threa- 
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threatens apreſent Expedition into this our Kingdome 
of England, inthe behalte of thoſe who, by the knowne 
Lawes of this Land,are guilty of Rebellion andTreaſon, 
canproceed from the conſent of that our Native King- 
dome,buris contrived by thoſe, who,having from the be- 
ginning-concurred and cooperated with the Promoters 
of the Rebcllion here,defire to come in now,and be ſba- 
rers inthe Harveſt and ſpoyle, though accompanicd with 

rhe confuſion and deſolation of both Nations. | 
Thar Declaration tells Us, That Ow Kingdome of 
Scotland, hath been ready by all good meanes from the 
beginning ta quench this unnatural fire, and that to that 
peopeſe , Aapplicatiow hath been made 10 Ys by Our Coun- 
cell there, which proving ineffettuall, Commiſſioners 
were ſent from thence to Vs to make «4p of their Medi- 

ation and Nationall Intercefiion , which after long atten- 
dance was utterly refuſed and rejetted by Ys. Wearenot 
apt to.ſuſpe& rhe Puty and AﬀeRion of that our Na- 
tive Kiagdome, (which We haveſo highly mcrited) 
bur We are'confident, there are ſ|many ſedirtious perſans 
within that Kingdom ,who have been fo farre from ufing 
meanes to quench this unnaturall fire, that they alwayes 
powred in oyle,, and adminiſtred ſupplies for the infla- 
ming it, and thatif rhe Kindlers of ir here had not from 
the beginning received aſſuranceof Ayd and aſliſtance 
from thence,it had cither never bcen kindled inthis King 
dome, or been ſoon extinguiſhed. Ir is true, that about 
February ot March laſt, the Earle of Lowdenand M* Hen- 
derfon (Perſons very unlike to promore Peace) with two 
more, attended Vs as Commiſhoners from that King- 
dome, and offered inthe name of that our Kingdome to 
interpole as. Mediators, to compoſe the unhappy diffe- 
rences

rences here, declaring, That they conceived themſelves 
Intitled ro ſuch a power of Mediation by the late AR of 
Pacification ,, the which when We had carefully peruſed 
with the advice of Our Privy Councell, and found that 
it gave them not the leaſt Title or Capacity-to that pur- 
poſe,and finding as well by their owne Exprefſions,as by 
their Commiſhon and Inſtructions, thatthey did upon 
the matter, take upon them to be V mpires and Arbitra- 

tors of the Quarrell , and to perſwade Us to Conſcnt to 

the alteration of the Lawes of the Kingdom,and to yeeld 

_ tothe moſt unreaſonable Propoſitions which had been 

made to Us,and to which neither Our own Conſcience, 

or the publique Intereſt of the Kingdome would ſuffer 

Usto Conſent, We refuſed to admirthem inthat capa- 
city,wel remembering the greatCaution, which had been 

uſed by themſelves in the preamble to the Act of Pacih- 
cation, leaſt chat Oar Native Kingdome might ſeems to ac- 

knowledge any dependency upon Our Parliament of Eng- 
land, or make then ye. to them and their Lawts, or 
«ny thing that might import the ſmalleſt prejudice to their 
Liberties, and therefore conceiving Our good SubjeRs 
of this Kingdome would be equally tender and ſenſible, 
if We ſhould admit them as Medlers, Interpoſers, and 
V mpires for the alteration of the long and happily eſta- 
bliſhed Government of this Kingdome, What paſlcd 
between Us and thoſe Commiſhoners, the ſame being 
{olemnely debated at Our Councell-Board(where there 
was neither Prelate or Papift, though that Declaration 
preſumes to impute Our Reſolution to ſuch Advice ) 

We have likewiſe herewith publiſhdd to the World , in 
which the juſt Reaſons will appeare, why We were not 
willing then to call a Parliament in Scotland, which was 
Py abſolutely 
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abſolutely and ſolely in our power to grant or refuſe. 
The Commiſſioners being returned from oxford 
without ſucceſle,(as that Declaration ſaics) that is,with- 
. out having perſwaded Vs to doe that, which We could 
not, or ought not to doe,it was thought fit by thoſe, who 
would not ſuffer themſelvesto beat peacc, whilſt their 
Neighbours are in Warre, fince We had refuſed to call 
a Parliament,which by the Law V VE might refuſe, (and 
for calling whereof,there was no necefary cauſes repre- 
{ſented to Vs) to call a Convencion of the Eſtates,which 
they have not the leaſt lawtull power to doe, that: is, of 
themſelves without and againſt Our Conſent : upon the 
matter,to ſummon a Parliament; And to-that purpoſe 
iſſued out V Varrants in OurName throughout the King- 
dom.,to ſummon ſuch a Convention, which is no ſooner 
met,then a Reſolution was made; and a Covenant taken 
by force of Armes, without reſpe& of perſons ro make an 
alteration of the Lawes and Government of this King- 
dome, without care or reſpe& of their Nationall Cove- 
nant,which obliges them to-defend Our perſon and Ho- 
nour,not only in preſervation of Religion, bur in all caſes 
which may concerne Our Honour and Greatnefle, and 
not to attempt any thing that may tend to the diminuti- 
on of Our Greatneſle,and contrary to the AR of Pacifh- 
cation ſo ſolemnely made between the two Kingdomes, 
by which it is provided, That the Kingdom of Scotland 
ſhall got denounce or make V Var againſt the Kingdom 
of Englandor Ireland, withour conſent of the Parliament 
of Scotland,cthe ſame being undertaken for the Kingdome 
of Enzland,' and incaſe any of the Subjecs of either of 
the Kingdoms, ſhall riſe in Armes,or make warre againſt 
. any other of the Kingdomes and SubjcRs thereof, with- 
out 
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out conſent of the Parliament of that Kingdome,where- 
of they are Subjects, or upon which they doe depend, 
thatchey ſhall be held and reputedas Traitors to the 
States of which they are Subjefs. And both the King- 
domes inthe caſcs atorc{rid, are bound to concur in the 
repreſſing of thole,that ſhall happen toariſe in Armes,or 
make Warre without the conſent of their owne Parlia- 
ment. Whoſocyecr then hath any ſenſe of Picty & Reli- 
gion, of the account he muſt one day make tor Perjury 
and Oath-breaking,whoſoever values the Peace & Vni- 
ty between the two Nations, and defires to preſerve the 
Treaty of Pacification inviolablc, tor the happinciſc and 
ſecurity of both Kingdomes, muſt look upoa the Au- 
thors of this Deſigne, of an Expedition into England, as 
the moſt deſperate Incendiaries,which they are bound to 
bring to condigne puniſhment z and whoſoever ſhall ſuf- 
ferthemſclyes tobe milled by them into any Aion of 
undutifulnefſe and diſloyalty, are not guilty of leſle then 
the breach of their Nationall Covenant, and as much as 
in them lies, have diſſolved the Peace fo deliberately and 
ſolemacly made between the two Kingdomes. 

How vigilant and carcfull theſe men are like to be for 
Our ſafery, Honour and Greatnefle,(termes ſo often-uſed 
by them,and by which they ſo groſſely impoſe upon Our 
People, ) is by thistime evident tothe World. Ifto af- 
faule Our Perſon with Rebellious Armes, to take away 
Our Forts, and Navy trom Vs, to deny Vs Our Nega- 
tive Voice, be for Our ſafety, Honour, and Greatneſle, 
theſe Men have reaſon to proceed intheir intended 'Ex- 
pedition,and aſſiſt thoſe who have done all this:Battheir 
great Quarrell, they ſay,is for Religion, which they will 
reeds ſuppoſe to be in danger in this Kingdome, where 
| : if 
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if ic ſhall be ſuppreſſed, their's in Scotland is like to be 
aflaulred, of which the Ceſlarion. with the Rebells in 
lreland, gives them ſome occaſion of feare. - We find 
lictle (lomewhat there is) in this Declaration of Our fa- 
vouring Papiſts, that {candallis fo groundleſſe,ſo with- 
out colour,that Our Subjects of Sco:land(eventhe wort) 
can hardly be miſled by it. They well know how rea- 
dily We conſented to all Lawes ipropoſed by them, for 
the ſecuring of Religion in Scotland, and how religiouſly 
We have obſerved thoſe Lawes. | 'Tis the Prelacy they 
are troubled with,that is,the Government of the Church 
of England eſtabliſhed by Law, which 'tisno morc in 
Our Power to alter, if We were inclined to it, then to 
reſtore or ſet up Epiſcopacy inthe Church of Scotland, 
che ſame being only to be done by Lawes regularly and 
orderly digeſted, neither can any man imagine, that the 
Religion of Scotland's more in danger by preſerving the 
Dilcipline ſo long ſetled, & happily enjoyed in England, 
then the Peace and Liberty of that Kingdome is in dan- 

er by Lawes and Civill cuſtomes of this, which ſo 
much differ from thoſe of the other. If1n truth there be 
any feare of Religion in theſe men, We have often, and 
doe againe, from Our Soule profeſle to all the World, 


- that no Perſon alive, of what qualiry ſoever, ever took 


the defence and advancement ofthe true RetormedPro- 
teſtanr Religion more to heart then We have, and ſhall 
alwayes doe : andas We alwaycs concurred in any Pro- 
pofirion, made to Vs concerning it , by Our Houſes of 
Parliament, during the timethat thoſe Councells were 
preſerved within any bounds of ſobriety and duty, ſo 
when it ſhall pleaſe God ſo farreto reſtore Peace to this 


miſerable Kingdome,that there may be ſuch a Conven- 
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tion in Parliament,as is ſuitable to the Dignity and Free- 
dom thereof, there ſhall be no Overture made to Vs for 
the Advancement and Propagation ofthe true reformed 
Proteſtant Religion, co which 'We will not with great 
joy and gladneſſe contribute our beſt and utmoſt Aſ- 
fiſtance. 

Concerning the Cefiation in 1reland, malicioully in- 
ſtanced inthis Declaration, as a defigne upon Religion, 
We need ſay no more then We have done in a diſcourſe 
publiſhed of that Argument, by which and the ſeverall 
reftimonies publiſhed from that Kingdome, it is evident 
to all the World, in what condition our affaires. ſtood 
there,and by whoſe defaultthey were brought into ſuch 
a condition, and how neceſſary this Ceſſation was, even 
ro the being of that Kingdome. When that Rebcllion 
firſt brake our, We were in Our Kingdome of Scotland, 
which can beare Vs witneſle, how ſolicitous We weretg 
prevent the growth thereof, both by preparing Reme- 
dies in that, and propoſing Remedies to this Kingdome, 
which if they had been as ſcaſonably applyed, would 
have prevented much ofthat blood and defolation which 
hath been ſince the portion of that miſerable Xingdome., 
VVhar' opinton our Subjects of Scotland had of our af- 


teRion, and care of that our people, appears by the ex- . 


preſſion in the Act of Councell at Edinburgh, the 224 
of April, upon notice from Vs, of our intention to goe 
in Perſon into Ireland againſt the. Rebells, then which, 
that Act faics, there could be no greater demonſtration 
of Princely care and courage, though at the ſame time, 
the two Houſes here declared, That our Tourney thither 
would make way to the execution of the bloody defigne 
of the Papiſts,to root out,and deſtroy the Reformed Re- 

ligton 
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ligion, ſo different then was theunderſtanding,Duty,and 
Language of thoſe who are fince reconciled by this 


new Covenant.. 
Having now ſaid all thisto fatisfiy ſuch of that our 


Native Xingdome, who by the $kill, malice, and Indu- 


ſry of their ſeducers, have becn miſled to a'miſunder- 


ftanding of Vs and our good cauſe, and having ufed our 
utmoſt endeavours, and being ſtill ready to give any 0- 
ther teſtimony and ſecurity can be deviſed, ro our good 
Subjects of both Kingdoms, that as we have been com- 
pelled for the defence of our Perſon, our Children, and 
our Crowne, for the Religion, Lawes, and Libertiesof 
this Kingdome, tor the maintenance of the Priviledges 
and being of Parliaments, (which we ſhall always hold 
in high value and eſtimation) ſo we ſhall uſe and imploy 
thoſe Armes'to no other end then the ſecurity of all 
thoſe, and ſhall never {uffer our {elfe to be tempted 
by any ſucceſſe or Victory which God ſhall bleſle 

Swith, toinfriagethe Lawes of this, or violate the 
Lawes of aur other Kingdome , - we. being ready to 
acknowledge, thatthe Aydeand ſupplies , we have rc- 
ceived for the paſſing through the'great difficulties and 
ſtreights we were reduced to, . have been principally 
from thole perſons whoſe Zeale 8& Afﬀedtion to the Re- 
ligion and Lawes eſtabliſhed; are too cminent to ſuffer 
themſelves to be made Inſtruments of Tyranny and In- 


juſtice, VVe muſt,in the behalfe of our own Honour,and 


the publique juſtice of that our native Kingdome, De- 
Clare to all the world, that the calling the Convention of 


Eſtates, withour-our: warrant'or conſent, wis without 


any colour of Law or Right, and contrary tothe conſti- 


tucion and fundamentall Lawes of that our Kingdome, 
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and that all Proclamations, Summons, and Warrants to 
that purpoſc, and all Ads, Edicts, and Reſolutions 
thereby or thereupon are,and were aually Null, voide, 
and of none efte& ; and that Our good Subjects of that 
Kingdome are in no degree bound or obliged thereby , 
particularly, that the two Proclamations publiſhed in 
Our Name,and given underOur Signet at Zazngbureh,(as 
is pretended)the one the 15: day of Augeft lait, tor the 
raiſinga great ſumme of Mony, for the maintenance of 
an Army; the other the 18 of the ſame Moancth', to re- 

uireall Our SubjeRs within that Our OI, from 
Cronin yearsto fixty, to be ready with Armes and all 
Warlike proviſion, at forty eight houres warning, to 
March,as they ſhall be dire&ed, are both againſt Our cx- 
preſſe conſent, and without any lawfull Authority, and 
containe-in them, matrers of Treaſon and Rebellion; 
and therefore We require all Our loving Subjects of that 
Our Native Kingdom, upon their Allegiance, and as 
they would avoid the haynous Crimes of. Treaſon and 
Rebellion , that they yeeld no obedience, or give no 
countenance to the ſaid Proclamations, or any other of 
the ſame nature, publiſhed without Our conſent. And if 
after all this, the power of theſe miſchievous Perſons 
(whom the Conſcience of their | hurries on to de- 
ſpair)proves ſo greatzas to perſwadeOur Subjets of that 
Kingdom,undiſturbed, and unprovoked, as themſelves 
confeſſe, wantonly to throw away that bleſſed calme and 
Peace, which they new doe, and may,it they pleaſe, al- 
waies enjoy, and to invade this Kingdome already infe- 
ſted with Traiterous and Rebellious Armes, they muſt 
not wonder if We leave no means unattempted, to ſup- 
preſſe and puniſh ſuch odious ingratitude and Treaſon :

fince no Subject of that Our native Kingdome, can in 
this quarrell engage himſelte againſt Vs, without being 
a hatcr of his Brethren, againſt Chriftian and common 
Charity,a hater of himſclte and his Poſterity,againſt the 
Law and light of his owne Conſcience, a hater of the 
King and His Kingdome, againſt Loyalty and common 
duty,and a hatcr of God, againſt all Religion and Peace. 
And We, doubt not bur the Spirits of all true Engliſh 
men, will riſe with thatAnger and Indignation atthis un- 
hcard of Inſolence, where there isnothing pretended bur 
a Reſolution to give and impoſe new Lawes upon them, 
that they will be uniced as one man, to oppoſe the: Pride 


- and Tyranay of this Invaſion. And thatthey will eafily 
conclude, that neither Conſcience or Brotherly affeQion 


cngages them from their own Peace and quiet in this yn- 
godly. crrand,but a hope and reſolution to. maRe; a coft- 
queſt by the help of their civill diſſeations, andts inha- 
bite their moſt fruirfull and pleaſant places, for that the 
ſame kindnefle will carry them out which brings them 
in, cannot be imagined by, any ſober underſtanding.” In a 
word, if the finnes of both Nations have prepared a 
Iudgetnent trom heaven, that they are to be drowned 
and confounded in each others blood, what portion ſo- 
ever Wc thall haveinthe calamity, God and Man will 
|  beare Vs witneſle, that We have not been wanting 
in Our duty to prevent all the following 
miſery and defolation.

SubjeRs 
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SubjeQs of Buglend,as to raiſe this miſerable Piſtemper 


and Diſtraction in this Kingdom, againſtall -Our reall 
Actions & Endcavourstothecommary;ſo We are glad, 
that ithis rage and fury hath ſo tarre tranſported them, 
that they apply themſelves in ſo groflſcamannerto:Qur 
SubjeQs ot Scotland, whole experiencerof our Religion, 
Iaftice, and Love ot our People, willnot ſuffer them to 
belceve thole horrid Scandalls laid upon Us:; anditheir 
AfﬀeGQion, Loyalry, and Icaloufic of our. Honour, will 
dildainto be'made Inſtruments ro opprefſe their Native 
Soveraight,by aflilting an odious Rebellion.

How our Forts, 
Goods, and Navy were ſeized and taken irom Us by 
forcc, and-imploycdagainſt Ys : our Revenue and ordi- 
nary ſubfiſtance wreſted-from Us. How We have been 
purſued with ſcandalous, & reproachtull language,bold, 
falſe, and ſeditious Paſquills, and Libells publiquely al- 
[lowed againſt Us , and been rold that We mighrpalebon: 
want of modeſty and Duty,be Depoſed. How after all 
this(before any Force raiſed by Uis)an Army was raiſed, 
and a Generall appointed to lead that Army againſt Us, 
with a Commiſhon to Kill, Slay, and deſtroy all _ 
: C who 
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who ſhould be faithfull to Vs. That when We had been 
by theſe meanes compelled with the aſſiſtance of our- 

ood Subjects, -to railean Army tor our neceſſary De- 
Kee, Welcnt divers gracious Meflages, carneſtly defi- 
ring thatthe Calamities and Miſcrics of a Civill Warre 
might beprevented by a Treaty,and ſo We might know 
the grounds of this miſunderſtanding. - How We were. 
abſolutely refuſed to be treated with:and how atlaſt the 
Army (raiſed, as was pretended, for the detence of our 
Perſon) was brought intothe Ficld againſt Vs, gave Vs 
Battcll, and (thoughir pleaſcd God to give Vs the Vi- 
Rory) deftroyed many of Our goud Subjets, with as 
imminent dangerto our own Perſon and our Children, 
as the $kill and malice of deſperate Rebells could con- 
trive : of all which andthe other Indignities which have 
been offer'd Vs, we doubrnot the Duty and Aﬀetionof 
our Scottsſh Subjects will have ſo juſt a reſcntment, that 
they will exprefle torhe V Vorld the ſenſe they have of 
our ſufferings. And our good SubjeRtes of Scorlandare 
not,V Ve hope, ſo great Strangers to the Aﬀaires of this 
Kingdome, to beleeve that this Misfortunc and Diftra- 
Rionis begot and .brought upon Vs by our two Houſes 
of Parliament: (though intruth no unwarrantable Ai- 
on againſt the Law can be juſtified even by that Autho- 
rity.) They well know how the .Members of both Hou- 
ſes have been driven thence,inſomuch that of above five 
hundred Members of the Houſe of Commons, there are 
not now there above eighty, and of above one hundred 
of the Houſe of Pceres, not above fifteen or ſixteen. All 
which are {o awed by the multitude of Anabaptiſts, 
Browniſts, and other Perſons, deſperate and decayed in 
their Fortunes, in and about the City of Londen, thatin 
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eruth their Conſultations have not the freedom and pri. 
yiledge which belong to Parliaments. v6 
- Concerning any Commilſions granted by Us to Pa- 
piſtsto raiſe. Forces, We muſt reter Our good Subjes 
roa Declaration lately ſet forth by Vs upon the occaſi- 
on of that Scandall, which We ſend rogether with this : 
and for Our. own true and zealous Atection tothe Pro- 
reſtant Religion, (the Advancement whereof 'Our Soul 
deſires) We can give no other Inſtances, then Our con- 
ſtant praQtice,on which malice it (cIfe can lay no blemiſh; 
and thoſe many Proteſtations We have made in the fight 
of. Almigbty /Gad,! ro: whom: We know. We {hall be 
deerly accomprable,if We faile inthe obſervation. 

For. that ſcandalous imputation of Our Intention of 
bringing in Forraigne Forces, as the ſame is raiſed with- 
out the Jeaſt colour or ſhadow of reaſon, and ſolemnly 
diftyowed by Vs in many ofiour Declarations, fothere- 
cannot be a cleerer Argument to our Subje&s of $cor- 
land that We have noſuch thought, then thar We have 
hitherto foreborne to require: the Afſfiſtance af that our 
native Kingdome, from whoſe Obedience, Duty, and 
Aﬀettion /We ſhould confidemtly expect it, it We 
thought our own Strength here roo weake to preſerve 
Vs;:and.ot whole Courage,and Loyalty We ſholl look 
ro makeuſe,beforc We ſhall think ot any Forraiguc Aide 
to-ſuccour Vs:, And We know no reaſonable or under- 
ſtanding mancan ſuppoſe our good Subjects of Scotland 
' are obliged, orcnabled bythe late Act of Parliainent in 
both:Xingdotnes, to obcy; the Invication which is made 
to them þy. this/pretended Declaration ; when it is ſo cvi- 
dently provided for by m— AR, Thar asthe I 
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of Anglend (hall not make warreagainſt the Kingdom of 
Scotland, without canſent of the Parliament of England,

A S Your Majelties Chriſtian and Royall inclination to Peace, 
many times before, and now againe manifeſted in your Ma- 
Djeſtics conſtant profefſion, to uſe all meanes for removing 
the unhappy differences betwixt Your Majeſty, and Your two 
Houſts of Parliamerit , did before our comming hither , make us 
hopefull of good ſuccefie. in our Employment, ſo did we conceive 
from Your Majelties fafe Condud@t granted unto us, that at eur com» 
ming, our Commiſlion for that end, would have been unqueſtiona- 
oy: and our humble endeavoursand mediation, acceptable to Your 
ajcHty. 

| "tThe x ounds upen which it may appeare, that the Commil- 
fionets for conſerving the Peace, did hnde themſelves warranted 
and obliged to interpoſe ih theſe affaires and differences, are at 
length expreſt 1n their Letter to your Majeſty, and in their De- 
claration tothe Houſes of Parliament ; whereupon the fake Con- 
du were granted; which were no other, but the duty they owe 
to Ged Almighty, by their Nationall Oath, to Your Majelty their 
'Soverajgh Lord, by their Allegiance, and greateſt Native interc 
inthe fafety of your Royall Petſonand Greatneſſe, to the King- 
dome of England, by the publique Faith and Fraternity, and to 
their owne native Country, your Majeſties Kingdome of Scotland, 
by-riture,, and by the ttuft repoſed in them by Your Majeſty and 
Your Parliament; unto which they could not be anſwerable, if they 
thould net uſe their beſt endeavours, for removing thoſe diffe= 
rences, bet weene Your Majelty and Your Houſes of Parliament; as

g00d: God and the World will bear Us witnefle, We 


have omitted no poſſible meanes, Our underſtanding 
could ſuggeſtto Us, to remove thoſe unhappy Diffter- 
ences. But how Our ſafe Condut, which is onely a 
'fafe Admiſſion of you into this Kingdome, ſhould con- 
ferrea Capacity upon you, or qualifie you in a Condi- 
tion the Law hath not given you, We cannot underſtand, 
Our ſafe-guard ſhall by no meanes be violated, though 
We cannot admit the Authority and Obligation, you 
pretend to by your Commiſſion. 

:As We ſhall ro Qur utmoſt Power, maintain and De- 
fend the Lawes of that Our Native Kingdome, in that 
'Kingdome, ſo we have been, and ſhall be more punQu- 
ally carcfull not to doe, or (to Our Power) to ſuffet any 
thing to be done in this, which may reflex upon thar our 
Kingdome,, or tend:to the diſturbance of the Gommon

Wc have againe deliberately conſidered of the An- 
ſwer of the Eight Demand inthe Treaty of Pacification, 
concerning unity of Religion and uniformity of Church 
Government,and cannot find inthat Anſwerthe leaſt ob- 
ligation or warrant of this defirc of yours, in the point of 
Mediation, the Anſwer of Us and Our two Houſes of 
Parliament here, to that defire being this, That We did 
approve of the Aﬀettion of Our Subjeits of Scotland , in 
their deſire of having 4 Conformity of Church Government 
between the two Nations, Andas the Parliament had al- 
ready taken inro Confideration , the Reformation of 
Church Government, ſo they would proceed therein in 
duetime; as ſhould beſt conduce tothe glory of God, 
and Peace ot the Church, and of both Kingdomes ; but 
that this Reformation ſhould be,by aboliſhing the Order 
of Biſhops out of this Kingdome , orthat the Conſerva- 
tors of the Articles of Treaty ſhould intermeddle inthe 
time or Circumftances of ſuch a Reformation, which 
cannot be judged without the knowledge of the Lawes 
and Policy of this Kingdome, is not ſo much as implyed 
by any&ords inthat Anſwer,or in the whole Act of Pa- 
cification. -And the Ac of Parliament of our Kingdom 
of Scotland, which authorizeth the Commiſſoners for 
conſcrving of the Articles of the Treaty, (which is the 
ſtyle of the Commiſſioners from whom you are ſent, 
and who have all their Authority by vertue of that AQ) 
gives them power only,betwixt the fitting of the Parlia- 
ments to convene amongſt themſelves, or with ſuch as 
ſhall be choſen by Vs, and Our Parliament of Englard, 


and to endeavour by all lawtull meanes, for preſerving 
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and keeping the ſaid Articles of Peace, concludedin the 
ſaid Treaty allanerly, and not otherwiſe, declaring that 
the power of this Commiſhon ſhall be reſtrained to the 
Articles of Peace, concluded in the ſaid Treaty, ſo that 
choſe Commiſſioners have not the leaſt Title or Autho- 
riry to interpoſe in matters of difference within the 
Kingdome of England, but only where the Peace & Ar- 
ticles, concluded between the two Kingdoms, are viola- 
ted. And ifncither of thoſe Acts of Parliament, give the 
leaft Colour or Authority to thoſe Commiſſioners (as 
apparently they doc not)to undertake a Mediation in the 
hs ifferences of this Kingdome, you will fiad no 
other Title to it by your Nationall oath, by Nature,and 
by your publique Faith and Frarernity,then any other of 
ourgood Subjects of that our Native Kingdom of Scot- 
land, or indeed of either of our other kindomes, may 
challenge to themſelves : and whether that can be a ca- 
pacity of Mediation, between Us and both our Houſes 
of Parliament, (when under pretence of their Com- 
tmands, Armes arc taken up againſt Us, and endeavours 
have been uſed to deſtroy Us and our Children) your 
ſelves will cafily judge. Neither hath any Conſent been 
givenby Us toit in our Anfwers to any Letts from 
che Commiſhoners of that our kingdome of Scotlend, 
(what defires or intimations have been in theirLetters to 
Us, or in their Declarations to both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, is not materiall) which is acknowledged in their 
Letter to our Secretary of Scotland, in which, they ſay, 
they cannot perceive a cleare Approbation from Us of 
their ſending and mediation.

F Your Majeſties Native Kingdome of Scotland could in 

conſcience of their duty to God, of Loyalty to Your Majelty, 

of providing for their owne ſafety, and of Charity to their 
Brethren of England, have (itten ſtill as Idle beholders of the pre- 
ſent combuſtion and calamities, it might have beene accounted a 
preſumption or officiouſneſſe to offer to interpoſe and meddle in 
matters wherein they were not ſpecially cencerned , but that 
manifold and undeclinable neceſſity , did conftrain the Commiſli- 
oners , for concerving the Peace betwixt the two Kingdomes 
( who by reaſon of the truſt repoſed in them by Your Majeſty, and 
the late Parliament, and of the univerſall expeRation of that 
Kingdome; were in duty moſt concerned to beſtirre themſelves in 
matters of that kind ) to offer in all humility and love, theirbeſt 
ſervice and endeavours, to Your Majeſty, and the two Houſes of 
Parliament, for a deſirable and bleſſed Pacification. For this pur- 
poſe, and for no other Publique or Private proje or deſigne of 
their owne ; did they crave a ſafe condut (the conſtitution of af- 
faires and the time ſorequiring) for ſuch of their owne number as 
they ſhould deſire te ſend to Your Majeſty, and the Houſe of 
Parliament, which Your Majelty was gratiouſly pleaſedto grant, 
without either oppoſing of that, or intimating any other cnd of 
theirrepairing into Exgland, which they conceived Your Maje- 
ity would have done, it their TID ( which imparteth - 
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octherauthority, but that tfiey are warranted and obliged to make 
offr of this their humble duty and ſervice) would not have beene 
acceptable, yet doe they not pretend Your Majelties ſafe Conduct 
tobe an invitement of this Mediation,but only a Warrant of admit- 
ting, and a ground of accepting of them , who accordinz to their 
Commiſſion from Your Majeſty and the Parliament, had applied 
themſelves to ſo pious and neceflary a duty. 

Wee'doe earneſtly beſeech God, by whom Kings reigne, to 
bleſſe Your Majeſty, in Your Royall and fatherly care of the con- 
ſerving of the Peace of your Dominions, both in themſelves, and 
of each of them with another. But as no humane prudence or (o- 
licitude is able at ſometime to prevent the commorion of King- 
doms; ſo is it unpoſſible , where Kingdoms be ſo neerly }oyned 
betwixt themſelves, and fo ſtraitly united under one hcad, to cx- 
tinguiſh the ſympathy, and ſenſe of the troubles of their Head, and 
fellow Subjects, or ſo to ſtop the d-lnge of the troubles of the one, 
that it affe& not the other with the danger of the like, to the di- 
{turbance of the common Peace of both. The Commilſioners for 
conſcrving the Peace according to their duty , for the perforining 


whereof they are to anſwer to Your Majeſty and the Parliament 


of that Kingdome , did conſider of your Majclties ſeverall Letters 
and Dcclarations to them , expreſſing Your confidence in Your 
Majeltics SubjeAs there; and did fo farre take notice of the Invi- 
tation of the two Houſes of Parliament for aſliltance, that after 
long and mature deliberation they reſolved , without any other 
determination or uidertaking, to ſend np ſome of their owne 
number to recelve 11 preſence particular, and full information of 
the differences betwixt Your Majeſty and them, tooffer in all 
humility to Your Majeſty , and in all love te them their earneſt 
defires , and belt endcavours to prevent the effuſion of more blood 
by an happy accommodation ; and if the differences were greater 
then by them could be removed , to make true relation of the ſtate 
of 1natters, and faithfull account of their diligence to Your Maje- 
ſty, and the Parliament of that Kingdome, who in their greater 
Wiſdome and Authority, were to conſider and reſolve what is 
fit to be done, inthe time of ſo great difficulties and dangers, for 
Your Majelties honour,their owne ſafety,and the Common- Peace 
of both Kingdomes, which courſe and method, if they had not 

| followed, 
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followed, they could not have beene anſwerable neither toGed 
nor to your Majeſty and the Parliament,nor to the Chriſtian world, 
which _ juſtly wonder, and be aſtoniſhed, that they wholate- 
ly had the ſenſe of troubles ſhould fit ſtill ineaſe and ſecurity inthe 
time of the danger CH—_ your Majeſties Perſon , and their 
owne peace, and of the diltrefle of their Brethren. 

When Your Majcſty, in your Royall Wiſdeme, ſhall in the eighth 
Article of the Treaty, be pleaſed to compare the demand of unifor- 
mity of Kirke Covernment, 4s 4 principle meane of a well governed 
and durable Peace, withthe Anſwer acknowledging this deſire, to 
be a teſtimony of the affettion of your Majefties Subjetts of Scotland, 
and promiſing, that the Parliament, would in due time, proceed to the 
Reformation of Church Government, as ſhould beſt conduce to the 
glory of God, and Peace of the Church, and of both King domes ; 
And withall ſhall be pleaſed to confider, that the two Houſes of 
Parliament , have fince declared to the generall Aſſembly of the 
Kirke of Scotland , to the Commiſſioners for conſerving the 
Peace , and to the Lords of ſecret Councell, That they were 
about the Reſormation ſo much deſired and intended for ſo good 
ends, And at laſt both Houſes of Parliament, who muſt haye 
the knowledge of the Lawes and policy of this Kingdome , 
have paſt their Bill for aboliſhing of the order .of Biſhops, as 
a principall meane of the deſired aniformity in Kirke Govern- 
ment. 'Tt will by this progrefle, evidently appeare , that not 
* onely the Commiſſioners of the generall Afembly , have ſuf- 
ficient ground of their late ſupplication, but the Commiſſioners 
for conſerving this Article of the Treaty , have reaſon from the 
A of Pactfication, and the AR of Parliament, for their me- 
diation about this point, ſo neceſſary for a firme and ſctled peace, 
and atthis time when both Houſes have paſttheir Bill. Nor are 
wee out of hope , but Your Majeſty from Your Princely in- 
clination to Peace, and from Your wonted Juſtice and good- 
neſle, never tobe repented of,, will in end againlt all difficulties 

ive way to thisdeſire, which may be a meane, not only of Peace, 
ba of many other bleſſings to Your Majeſty and all your Domini- 
ons, to all the Reformed Kirkes, and the whole Chriſtian world, 
as is atlength exprelt in the demand which was the occaſion of 


the Article of the Treaty. N i 
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As the Commiſſioners for conſerving of the Articles of the 
Treaty, and conſ<quently for conſerving the Peace , 1n ſo farre as 
it may be conſerved by conſerving of thele Articles and by pre- 
venting and removing all occaſions, which may tend te the di- 
@urbance thereof, have power by the at, betwixt the fitting of 
Parliaments,to meet amonelt themſelves, or with ſuch as hall be 
choſen by your Majeſty and the Parliament of England, and to 
endeavour by all lawtull meanes for preſerving the Articles of 
Peace concluded in the Treaty Allanerly, fo 1s it. manifeſt and 
undeniable, that while theſe Commiſſioners are-not named, they 
may mect with your Majeſty and the Houſes ef Parliament now 
ſitting , who have the power originally in your ſelves : and as 
they are to conſerve ſuch Articles of the Treaty as were perfeRt- 
ly concluded atthat time, fo are they no leſle ebliged to conſerve 
every other Article of the Treaty, in ſo farreas ic was concluded , 
and in all reaſon and equity to procure by all good meanes , that 
the Articles which were agreed upon in the generall, andlett de- 
pendant and promiſed in the particulars ts be determined in duc 
time, might be perfected and finally concluded, that all of them 
at laſt might equally become the obje& of the care of the conſer- 
yers of the peace , who could not anſwer for their fidelity, if by 
their ceaſing or negligence, they did ſuffer Articles of this kinde, 
which were more to be eftecmed then ſome of thoſe which were 
fullyconcluded (they being fo important for the Common Peace) 
to periſh or expire. - 

If your Majeſties Privy Councell, or others of publique truſt, 
upon the obligation of their Nationall oath , their Allegiance to 
Yeur Majeſty, and their publique faith, ſhould offer themſelves 
tointerpeſe in this Exigence , when your Majeſties Perſon and 
Dominions arcin ſo great danger by Armies, wee beleeve Your 
Majeſty would take it as a pious, Loyall, and Charitable Motion ; 
may not then the Commiſſioners for conſerving of the Peace , 
who beſides all the former bonds, tying them after a ſpeciall 
manner above all other Your Majeſties SubjeRs, are warranted 
by the Articles of the Treaty , and encouraged: by Your Majeſtics 
fafe Condut, craved upon their part for that end, and granted 
by Your Majeſty to them, as ſenfible of the diſtraRions of this 
Kingdome, for no other end, be very confident of Your Majeſtics

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aclous acceptance of their Mediation, The Letter of the date at 
G nbur ghNovewber 16, 1642. did defire botha more ctear Aps 
probation from your Majefty, and a ſafe Cenduft, But they con- 
_ the obtairiingof a ſafe Condu&, which before had beene 
denyed, to beareall approbation of their deſires, did not any mere 
inſift in ſecking a fotmall Approbation, which, upon wiſe conſtle- 
rations, might by your Majeſty havebeen paſt in fletce. 
; If upon theſe Reaſons, .which did give 1atisfaRion to the Calh- 
mifſionersof Peace, your Majeſty think it not fit to accept the of- 
fer of this our {crvice in this great buſineſle ; and if your Majcſty 
concelve the Intermixture of the Civyill and Tharch Government 
of this Kingdome ( which the Houſes of Parliament, who know it, 
Judge not to be neceflary) to be a matter that cannot be underſtood 
by the Commiſſioners of Peace,the Lords of Your Majcſtics Coun» 
cell, or the Commiſſioners of the Geherall Aſetnbly. We humbly 
defire to know whether,according to eur former propoſition; Your 
Majeſty will permit us to goe tothe Houſes of Parliament, for de- 
livering the Declaration of the Commiſſioners for Peace, as a ſpe- 
ciall point of our truſt cotamitted unte Vs ? We doe alle beſcech 
(which is another poynt of our truſt) that Yeur Majeſty will be 
leaſed according to Your gratious promiſe expreſt in the late Par- 
amene, preſently to indi& a new Parliament to as ſhort a day, as, 
upon warrant frem Your Majelty , the ſabjets may be Lawfully 
warned thereunto, for ſuch neceſſary cauſes, as concerne the pubs 
lique of that Kingdome, and the common Peace of the two King» 
doms, That Your Majeſty having declared Your Royall pleaſure 
concerning theſe our humble defires , we may without farther di- 
ſpute or delay returneto thoſe that ſent us, praying that ſome more 
t effecuall means may be found for ſetling Yout Majeſty and 
Your Kingdotnes iniſafety and Peace. plas

" T is acknowledged by his Majeſty, that it any 
one of rhe Articles of the Treaty had beene bro- 
ken or violated, (as _his Majcſty doth not lo much 
as ſee pretended) or any debate or difference had 
ariſen thereupon, (about which there is now no diſpute) 
the Committioners had then been not onely Warran- 
ted, but obliged, to have labouredto prevent all trou- 
bles and divifions which might arite by ſucha breach, 
ro the diſturbance of the Common peace, and to remove 


and compoſe all ſuch differences according to ſuch pow- 


er as was grantedta them, bur till his Majeſty be ſatish- 
cd, Thatauthority is by ſome Law given to theCommil- 
fioners, for conſcrving the Articles of the Treaty, to re- 
preſent his Majeſties native Kingdom of Scotland, in this 
offer of mediating for a deſired and bleſſed Pacification 
here,his Majeſty cannot ſee how the pious, durifull, pro- 
vident, or Charitable concernement of that Kingdome, 
in the Calamiries of this, or their ſympathy and fcnſe of 
the troubles of their head and fellow SubjeRs, can in- 
tereſſe the Commiſſioners any more, then any other of 
his good Subjects of that Kingdome,, to beſtirre them- 
ſelves in matters of that kind ; or, why, any. ſuch Endea- 
vours ſhould be by any(much leſſe univerſally) cxpeaed 
from them : ſo farre is he from ſecing that any undecli- 
nable Neceſſity conſtrained them to it. And fince the 
expreſle words, of the Act of Pacification it ſelfe, are, 
That the power of the Commiſsion ſhall be reſtrained to the_

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Articles of Peace in the Treaty, and the very words of the 
Commiſſion it ſelfe reſtraine their endeavours to the 
preſcrving and keeping the Articles of peace conclu- 
ded inthe Treaty allanerly, (ſo that his Majeſty cannot 
but wonder whence they can pretend any obligation or 
authority to intermeddle with, or preſſe concerning an 
{uch articles as arc not concluded, bur ſtil lefrdependant, 
how important ſoever they ſuppuſc them to be evento 
the common peace) & giving them only liberty to con- 
vene to that cftet amongſt rhemſiclves,or with theCom- 
miſhoners choſen by his Majeſty, with conſent of the 
Parliament of E»glard, and reſtraining them inall their

foreſaid, and no otherwiſe, (as cleerly intending to re- 
ſtrain all power that might be pretended to any ipferen- 
ces,analogics or conſcquences,how manifeſt ſoeverthe

ber of tweive, and not giving them power to delegate a 
ſmaller power, his Majefty cannot conſent that a num- 
ber the Law allowes not {that is three) ſhould addrefle 


- themſelves tothoſe the Law hath not appoynced them, 


(that is both Houſes) not onely concerning that which 
the Law entruſted nor to them, (as a Pacihcation here) 
but even concerning that from which the Law expreily 
reſtrains them, thatis,oneof the Articles of the Trcaty 
no way concluded or agreed on (but cxpreſly reſerved 
by the Parliament to be conſidered in due ( thar is, 
their own) time) concerning Church- Government; The 
intermixture of which with the Civil Eſtate, as his Ma- 
jeſty ſtil conceives to be very great, and of very high 
2 con- 
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concernment,and not to be underſtood by the Commiſ. 
fioners,who have not the knowledge of the Lawes and 
Policy of this Kingdome z ſo His. Majeſty is confident 
(ootwithſtanding the Declaration, and the Bill aboliſh- 
ing the order of Biſhops) that it they well knew how ge- 
nerally any thing of that kind was. oppoſed, . whileſt the 
Houſes continued full, and how much.the- Major part of 
both Houſes were abſecnt,at the paſfing of thar Declara- 
tion and Bill , (inſomuch as His Majeſty's credibly in- 
form<d, there were notabove five Lords preſent; when 
the Bill paſt) and what violent and tumultuous. aſſem- 
blics. had occaſioned fo grear and unyſuall an abſence, 
they would be canfident,as He is,thatina full and peace- 
able convention of Parliament, both Houſes will appear 
to.be of the ſame opinion with His Majeſty in this parti- 
cular, and to have in that the ſame thoughts of the Law 
and Policy of this Kingdom. 

His Majeſtics care, that the deluge of the troubles of 
this Kingdom affe& not that with.the danger of the like, 
is very viſible to allthe world ; His Majeſty: out of his 
great deſire gf continuing them in Peace and'Tranquilli. 
ty, nordefiting any aſſiſtance fromthem, even for his 
own preſervation., And whoever doth.defire any-Com- 
motion. there to aſſiſt, their Rebellious and. Invaſive 
Avmes will, he hopes, be lookeduponas thetroublers of 
the Peace, andas Incendiaries labouring to lay foyndati- 
ons of perpetuall hoſtility berween the Kingdoms , and: 
then (for ought: his Majeſty can ſee) there will be no 
cauſe-ro ſuſpe& any Commotions there, and ſuch dan-- 
gers willproverather impginaryztherrreall, rhough the 
Con- 
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confervators of the Treaty containe thertifelv&s\withid 
their Legall agd proper Bounds.  - © 495457 

His Majeſty wonders, that fince'his zpprobatidar bf: 
their Mediation was defired, when bis fafe-ccondudt was - 
askr,and the firſt was not given, wherr'the latter was,that 
it ſhould not have been eaſily feer'by this procceding of 
his Majcſties, that as he never granted the firſt, (as {ce- 
ing no Authority they had for ſuch a mediation) ſo he 
only at laſt granted the other, as contented to heare whar 
they could {ay to him upon that point, either as private 
perlons, .orto give him better ſatisfaction then he could 
give himſclie , what right they could pretend, toany 
publique capacity of that kind : but having heardall that 
they have offered , and not finding any thing that war- 
rants them in this in any ſpeciall manner, above his Ma- 
jeſties other Subje&s, his Majeſty cannot with reaſon 
admit of any private petſons whatſoever, into ſuch a 
publique Capacity, or with his own Dignity, and that of 
this Nation, allow bis Subjedcs of:another Kingdome, 
unauthorized by any Law, to make themſelves (under 
the Title of Mediation) V mpires and Arbitrators of the 
differences here. 

For the calling of a Parliament in. Scotland, his- Maje- 
ſty defires to know what promiſe of his itis, which they 
mention him to have particularly expreſt to his late 
Parliament? The Law which his Majeſty then gratiou(- 
ly paſt concerning that Point, his Majeſty well remem- 
bers, (and will juftly, PunRually, and Rceligiouſly ob- 
ſerve, together with all the reſt conſented ro by him; )
